With  all  due  respect,  this  seems  unfair  and  a  little  out  of  nowhere. 

As  far  as  I  know,  whatever  issues  the  LAPD  has  had  with  ride-a-longs  did  not  involve  the  Los  Angeles  Times. 
You  said  as  much  when  we  spoke  at  HQ  last  week,  after  I  interviewed  Capt.  Hayes.  I  would  appreciate  you  not 
blocking  LA  Times  reporters  from  ride-alongs  due  to  issues  you  had  with  persons  or  people  not  affiliated  with 
our  newspaper. 
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Furthermore,  I’d  like  to  know  when  this  sudden  stoppage  in  ride-alongs  happened.  I  asked  around,  and  it 
appears  the  LAPD  took  Kate  Mather  on  a  ride-along  on  April  12th,  and  approved  another  ride-along  for  Cindy 
Chang  on  April  13th.  Nicole  and  I  have  both  gone  on  multiple  ride-alongs  with  the  department  in  the  past,  and 
no  issues  were  raised. 

Shadowing  the  street  racing  unit  is  fairly  important  in  allowing  us  to  let  our  readers  know  that  the  LAPD  takes 
the  issue  seriously.  Considering  the  department  is  well  behind  the  California  Highway  Patrol  in  tracking  the 
data  (despite  the  city  being  a  prominent  area  where  racing  takes  place)  and  that  the  department  failed  to  comply 
with  a  City  Council  ordinance  requiring  the  tracking  of  such  data  for  years,  I  would  imagine  the  department 
would  want  to  allow  us  to  portray  its  efforts  to  combat  street  racing  fairly  and  accurately. 

We  can't  do  that  if  we  can't  see  it  first  hand.  As  I  have  told  your  previously,  the  CHP  has  already  agreed  to  grant 
us  the  same  access.
